L ooking at Lieset Kemink’s beautiful barn 
conversion on the tip of Kingham village 
in Oxfordshire, there’s an instant air of 
welcome. For Lieset, the move from the outskirts 
of Antwerp in Belgium to the rolling Cotswolds 
countryside with her partner Andre Elshout 
always felt like the right move. The impact on 
both her lifestyle and home life has been a radical 
but very positive change. ‘I’d lived in Belgium for 
eight years in a much smaller apartment, which 
I loved, but then I met Andre and moved to the 
UK. Luckily, moving has never bothered me. I 
embrace change and as long as where I live feels 
like home that’s fine’, she says. 

‘I love the diversity of the English landscape,’ she 
continues. ‘It’s such a pleasure to wake up and look >>

The location also gives them the 
best of both worlds, as within a 30-minute drive 
you can be in Oxford or Stratford-upon-Avon. 

MADE TO FIT 

Lieset loves her local surroundings and you can see 
straight away that setting up home here has been 
a most enjoyable process for her - the country 
lifestyle and her love of nature have been a huge 
influence and inspiration to the decoration. 

‘When we first bought the house it had been 
converted from three 18th-century barns into 
one house and although it was perfectly fine to 
live in, it was just not to my taste,’ she explains. 

The decision was made to start from scratch and 
rework the whole building. ‘For me it felt better 
and easier to change things right from the start.’ 

First and foremost, all the walls of the house 
were reinforced, followed by a complete rework of 
the entire interior, which took two years in total. 
The couple didn’t like the layout upstairs, so they 
changed it around. The landing and staircase 
were moved to create an extra bathroom, while 
the connecting garage on the side of the house 
was turned into a new kitchen and meeting >>

Externally, the garden has been simplified 
and feels more in harmony with the house. An 
amazing external kitchen/dining area has also 
been built to entertain friends and business clients 
during the summer months. 

PREPARED TO WAIT 

The finished look of her home may seem 
effortlessly relaxed, but there has been a lot of 
patience involved waiting for the right things to 
come along. Most of the materials such as the 
flooring are reclaimed or picked up in salvage 
yards. Lieset also prefers older furniture pieces 
as they tie in better with the age and style of the 
building. Rather than buying on a whim, she 
waited to go to Belgium or France where she has 
good contacts and where knew she’d find what she 
was looking for. ‘What it means is that you never 
end up regretting a purchase or have unwanted 
items cluttering up the place,’ she says. 

It was the restoration of this house that made 
Lieset decide to change career and be come an 
interior designer, and she has plans to open an 
online interior accessories shop within the next 
few years. For now, the couple are just happy to 
enjoy their home with their family and friends. ^ 
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Lieset’s guest bedroom 
is smaller in size, giving it a 
cosier, more intimate feel. The 
furniture and accessories have 
also been pared down to make 
it appear lighter and brighter.

GOING foLL GIRCLE 

Abandoning their plans to move to the country proved 
the right decision for Rachel and Paul Campbell

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S ometimes a property search can come full 
circle, and this was certainly the case for 
Rachel and Paul Campbell. Having decided 
that their next move would be out of the capital, 
they trawled innumerable villages in the Home 
Counties, only to plump for a property just a few 
streets away from their former home in north-west 
London. ‘We realised that what we had been looking 
for was pretty much on our doorstep,’ Rachel 
admits. ‘The house is in a quiet enclave that is very 
close to Hampstead Heath - it offers a little piece 
of the country in London.’ 

SITTING TIGHT 

Rachel and Paul had originally dismissed the 
late-Victorian property on the grounds that it 
had recently been renovated in a decidedly clunky 
fashion. ‘The layout was poor, meaning the spaces 
didn’t flow well, and I could see I would have to 
make costly structural changes for it to work for us,’ 
Rachel recalls. ‘This was in 2007 when the property 
market began to dip, so we decided to put in our 
best offer and sit tight. It was a nail-biting wait, but 
it was eventually accepted.’ 

The previous owners had opened up the living 
spaces, but they had left a number of supporting >>

nibs, as well as a redundant little lobby in the 
kitchen area that gave the architecture a disjointed, 
graceless feel. Rachel’s initial task was to strip away 
all these extraneous features so the spaces linked 
up seamlessly. During this time, the family lived 
in a rented property that was just a few minutes 
away from their new home. 

A PERFECT FIT 

As well as streamlining the living spaces, Rachel also 
modified the layout of the first and second floors: 
the master suite, originally comprising his-and-hers 
bathrooms and dressing rooms, was relocated to the 
rear of the house and transformed into one large 
room with a shared walk-in dressing area and 
en-suite bathroom, while on the second floor a 
utility room was turned into a third bathroom and 
a wall was moved to provide space for a run of 
cupboards in Freddie’s bedroom. ‘Moving the wall 
was an extravagance, but I think if you know you 
are going to be living somewhere for a while, it is 
worth getting every detail spot on,’ Rachel remarks. 

The property’s facade now belies an interior that 
boasts an extraordinary sense of space and light. 
The kitchen-cum-family-area is dominated by >>

a monolithic 4.5-metre island unit, which serves 
as the hub of the home. ‘Everyone gathers around 
here - it makes the space very sociable,’ Rachel 
says. The units, like the walls, are white, but their 
crisp lines have been softened with warm wood 
flooring, touches of colour and vintage finds, such 
as a 1960s lamp and an inviting swivel armchair. 

In the adjoining living room, which can be 
partitioned off with a sleek sliding door, the 
original entrance that lead from the hallway was 
blocked off so that Rachel could improve on the 
seating layout. A mushroom-grey wall, punctuated 
with the silhouettes of silver birch trees, helps 
ground the room’s muted scheme. 

Rachel’s penchant for retro design is particularly 
evident in the master bedroom, where an orange 
and grey floral wallpaper packs a punch, and 


is complemented with textiles in soft greys and 
creams. ‘Owing to the scale of the room, I thought 
I could do something a little outlandish,’ says 
Rachel, who hung luxurious white velvet curtains 
at the floor-to-ceiling windows so that when 
they’re closed, they appear to blend with the walls. 

FAMILY LIFE 

This is a practical family home as well as a stylish 
one: the ‘virtually indestructible’ Corian table 
copes admirably with a stream of famished 
teenagers, while the oak floor was a forgiving 
choice for lurcher Grade’s muddy paws. ‘We’re not 
precious about the house,’ Rachel concedes. ‘It was 
designed to be lived in, and very much enjoyed.’

No-one could have guessed that a Georgian rectory in the English 
countryside would transport Helen Salver back to her Malaysian roots 
and give her the colonial-inspired home she had always dreamed of

T he wonderful thing about a fresh start 
is that however challenging the journey 
may be, the end result can open up a 
whole new world of possibilities. This was a 
case in point for Helen Salver. In 2005, when 
a Grade Il-listed rectory came up for sale she 
knew she had found something special. It was 
the new beginning she was looking for. 

‘I married Paul in 2010, so moved in as a single 
parent. Suddenly I had this huge ramshackle 
house for just me and my children to roam 
around in. Christopher was 10 and Natasha was 
seven, so for them it was an adventure. I didn’t do 
anything to it in the first year. It was summertime 
and we had the gardens to enjoy, so the state of 
the house didn’t matter. I thought I could do any 
repairs in the future. This holiday period gave 
me time to discover the house, and what we as a 
family needed,’ explains Helen. 

HOUSE OF CARDS 

The rectory had been well loved by its previous 
owners and had maintained a grandiose Georgian 
authenticity. But they had used dark wallpaper 
and paint colours, making the rooms stoic and 
uninviting. Vital repairs to the house had been 
left untended. Helen’s summer of love came to an 


abrupt end when the walls started to come away 
from the windows at the front of the house and a 
large area of roof leaked profusely, threatening to 
bring the ceilings down. Slowly but surely 
more areas in the house became problematic. 

‘I discovered the rectory was actually two timber- 
framed houses that had been built together at an 
earlier stage, and the brick facade covering the 
front put up in Georgian times. It was this facade >>

WORK COMPLETED The house 
was renovated from top to bottom 
and every window was replaced. An 
orangery was built and the house was 
given a fresh new colour palette.

that was pulling away from the timber houses 
behind,’ says Helen. 

She felt like she was living in a house of 
cards, and drastic action was needed to stop the 
whole thing from tumbling down. But like the 
previous owners, she soon found out that due to 
its Grade II listing, any repairs or changes had 
to go through the local planning office with no 
guarantee of approval. And only like-for-like 
changes were deemed acceptable, making it all 
the more costly and potentially time-consuming. 
She drew up a list of immediate repairs but knew 
she needed to upgrade all the rooms. Another 
problem was that most of the windows were 
rotten beyond repair, or so I thought,’ says Helen. 
And so the list went on. 

Fortunately her brother-in-law Oliver Kelly 
owns a sash window company specialising in 
restoration (www.sashwindowrepair.co.uk), so 
she enlisted his help. ‘He was instrumental in 
renovating and rescuing the rectory and guiding 
me along the way,’ says Helen. The decision 
was made to tackle all the works head on using 
an architect to help with planning permission. 
She’d heard horror stories about how long this 
could take but was ready for the challenge and 


potential disappointments. As it happened, 
planning permission only took about six months, 
thanks to my architect David Watling (www.adc- 
limited.co.uk). And the builders and decorators I 
found got my vision so the whole project took just 
seven months from start to finish,’ smiles Helen. 

LIFE-CHANGING MOVE 

Scaffolding went up around the entire house and 
work commenced. Areas were tackled in sections, 
which allowed Helen and the children to live in 
the house throughout the build, moving from 
one room to another. 

‘When I start to decorate a room I visualise 
the end result, so I have to get to that point quite 
quickly. For the interior I worked with what I 
thought suited the style of the rooms and my 
taste, as I don’t think it’s your home if someone 
else designs it. I also collect art, so found a couple 
of paintings that I loved and used these as my 
starting point in the green drawing room. For 
the orangery I found a pair of 18th-century chairs 
and wanted the perfect room to complement 
them. I got my friend Margaret Whitworth of 
Cygnet Interiors (www.cygnetinteriors.co.uk) to 
source some wonderful soft furnishings to help >> 
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Two 18th-century chairs take 
pride of place in the orangery. 
Having been brought 'Up in 
Malaysia, Helen loves the colonial 
fused with Asian influences of

orangery reflects this style.’

The kitchen was built in 
collaboration with local 
designer Duncan Doig (01844 
358289, www.doigdesign. 
com), giving Helen all the 
storage space she needed, as 
well as a large island. A spiral 
staircase has been reworked 
for 21st-century living by 
incorporating oak treads. 
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‘This house is all about retaining that authentic 
Georgian feel but making it fit into the 21st century’ 


complete the room. The process was harder than 
I imagined, but I’m so happy with the rectory now 
and it really has transformed my life,’ she confides. 

LIGHT-FILLED ROOMS 

The restored rectory is now simply stunning. 
Where once it was dark and oppressive, there is 
now a light-filled hallway separating the main 
rooms on the ground floor. All the flooring is 
light English oak, giving warmth to the rooms, 
while the kitchen and orangery utilises English 
limestone. Eorming a natural break is a fully 
restored grand staircase leading to the upstairs 
bedrooms and bathrooms. All the rooms are 
bathed with natural light and the airy feel is 
further enhanced by a spring colour palette of 
yellow, blue, green and cream walls throughout. 
Eeature walls are created via the use of patterned 
wallpaper, and windows are adorned with elegant 
pale coloured silk blinds and curtains. 

‘Oliver restored or made every single window in 
this house, including the orangery windows and 
doors, saving me a huge amount of money. The 
orangery is a real party room for all the family and 


friends when they visit and one of my favourite 
rooms in the house,’ says Helen. 

A NEW CHAPTER 

It is a romantic and idyllic country house that is 
all about keeping the outside in with plenty of 
natural light and unobstructed views from the 
windows. ‘Retaining that authentic Georgian feel 
but at the same time making it fit into the 2 1st 
century and giving it an essence of my Malaysian 
childhood,’ explains Helen. This is evident with 
the clever way she has integrated modern items 
into the space. The wallpapers are her inexpensive 
homage to expensive period styles seen in a 
showroom in Chelsea Harbour Design Centre. 

She found hers at a fraction of the price from 
Sanderson after some research with Margaret. 

‘Paul and I love having friends over,’ says Helen. 
‘We are always entertaining, to the point where 
we now host parties and sometimes weddings in 
the summer and even have photo shoots taking 
place in the grounds. The rectory has brought 
a whole new chapter into our lives in so many 
different and wonderful ways.’

ON THE LEVEL 

When Christopher Barclay swapped his Victorian tounhouse for 
single-storey living in a Sixties bungalow, he set about knocking 
down interior walls to create one large open-plan living space

A S creative director of In The White 

Room, a Tunbridge Wells-based PR and 
marketing consultancy, design plays an 
integral part in Christopher Barclay’s life. ‘My 
mother is an artist and I grew up knowing that I 
wanted to study art in some shape or form. I did a 
foundation course at Ravensbourne College of Art 
and then opted for graphic design, but my working 
life now incorporates many different aspects of 
design. In The White Room liaises with its clients 
throughout the creative process so being aware 
of new developments in all areas of art and design 
is an important part of the job.’ 

SINGLE-STOREY LIVING 

Eight years ago, Christopher came to the 
conclusion that it was time he moved on from the 
Victorian terrace house he’d bought and renovated 
several years before. ‘I felt that I needed a change,’ 
he explains. ‘There was nothing wrong with my 
former home but I began thinking how nice it 
would be if the living space flowed from one area 
into another, rather than it being on different 
floors as it is in a terrace house. I wanted to live on 


one floor instead of four.’ The solution came in the 
form of a bungalow - one of four built during the 
1960s on a plot that had formerly been the garden 
of a much larger property. An estate agent friend 
told me the bungalow had just gone on the market 
for the first time in 40 years and suggested that I >> 



the creative director of PR/marketing 
consultancy In The White Room. 

THE PROPERTY A mid-1 960s 
bungalow in Tunbridge Wells, Kent 
- one of four built in the garden of a 
demolished Victorian mansion. There 
are four bedrooms (one is now a 
dressing room) and two bathrooms. 

PURCHASED 2007. 

WORK COMPLETED Walls between 
the kitchen, sitting room and dining 
area in the conservatory-style 
extension were knocked through to 
create a spacious light-filled living area. 
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‘Rather than having a regimented mid-century look, 

I opted to mix furniture of different periods and styles’ 


take a look. The owner had lived there since it was 
built and apart from adding pine cladding, gilded 
box pelmets and panelled doors she’d made few 
changes, but that was what I liked about it, along 
with the location. It was close to the centre of town 
and within walking distance of the studio, but 
being surrounded by woodland gave the property 
that feeling of rus in urbe. It was quiet, private and 
cocooned from the outside world. I loved it.’ 

MID-CENTURY STYLE 

Christopher immediately put his own house on 
the market and within weeks the bungalow was 
his. Once he’d moved in, he took his time planning 
what changes he wanted to make. ‘To create a 
feeling of spaciousness, walls needed to come 
down but I wanted to familiarise myself with the 
property before starting any work,’ he explains. 
One feature that Christopher had no intention 


of changing was the open fireplace set into an 
exposed brick wall in the living room - once he’d 
removed the faux- Adam fire surround that was 
stuck to the wall with two blobs of glue. ‘The 
design is typical of the 1960s and it dictated the 
direction of how I wanted the room to look. With 
the hearth at floor level, it reminds me of sitting 
round a camp fire.’ 

When he moved to the bungalow, Christopher 
brought the furniture from his former home, but 
he’s since traded and exchanged most of it for 
mid-20th-century pieces that are more in keeping 
with a 1960s building. The replacements were 
sourced from a variety of shops and suppliers. 

‘I found the odd piece in local charity shops but 
there are numerous antique and interior design 
shops in Tunbridge Wells, so it’s not difficult to 
find interesting pieces. Rather than having a 
regimented mid-century look I opted for a >>

The sideboard was bought 
for £1 4 in a local charity 
shop.

more relaxed approach, mixing furniture and art 
of different periods and styles.’ 

OPEN-PLAN LIVING 

In due course, Christopher decided which walls 
were to come down. ‘The kitchen was originally 
two rooms, so that was knocked into one and the 
back door was replaced with a large window,’ he 
says. ‘The wall between the living room and the 
conservatory extension was also removed and the 
conservatory is now the dining area with a door 
opening onto the adjacent terrace. Finally the wall 
and the door between the kitchen and living area 
was removed, leaving only the section forming 
the chimney breast. The upheaval of moving and 
the disruption of building work was worth the 
pleasure of seeing the bungalow transformed into 
a series of light open spaces,’ he says. 

For the kitchen, Christopher chose white 
gloss units from Crown Imperial with a white 


work surface for the section against the end wall. 
However, for the worktop of the wide island 
unit that runs down the centre of the kitchen, 
Christopher wanted planks of English elm with 
one side retaining the natural wavy, unfinished 
edge. ‘My aim was to have a minimal-style kitchen 
incorporating the maximum amount of storage, 
but the wooden worktop on the large island unit 
adds warmth and texture and avoids the kitchen 
looking too clinical. At the weekend I like to cook 
for friends, so plenty of preparation area was 
important, as was excellent lighting, hence the 
three industrial ceiling lights.’ 

Elsewhere in the bungalow, the layout of the 
bedrooms and bathrooms remained unchanged, 
though both bathrooms were refitted using 
understated contemporary sanitaryware. ‘I could 
have retained the avocado bathroom suite, but 
I think some aspects of 1960s design are best 
forgotten,’ says Christopher, laughing, ilil

I n 2005, Jeanette Lerwill and husband Bryn 
were looking to move to a house with a larger 
garden, within commuting distance of the 
City. Orchard House in Claygate, Kent, with its 
2.5 acres of gardens, had just the right amount 
of land and was more affordable than where they 
were living at the time in Hertfordshire. Here 
Jeanette would have the opportunity to fully 
express her creative gardening ideas and 
develop a garden from scratch. 

After doing some work on the house, which 
dates from around 1910, attention turned to the 
outside. ‘There was a small garden to the rear of 
the house with the usual central lawn and skinny 
borders around the edge. The rest was mature 
apple orchard and rough grassland,’ recalls 
Jeanette. The house faces west and the property 
is set in the Low Weald, which means flooding 
of the land for periods in winter, while the soil is 
neutral heavy clay. 

PRODUCTIVE SCENE 

Projects have evolved over time, with the first 
being a vegetable garden. ‘They always say you 
should plan the whole garden before starting 
to do anything, but I began with the vegetable 
garden and worked from there,’ explains 
Jeanette. ‘By luck rather than judgement this 
seemed to work out when developing the rest 
of the garden and joining the areas together. One 
mistake, however, is the fact the vegetable garden 
gate does not line up with the main entrance, 
which will annoy me for ever,’ she comments. 

Initially Jeanette spent three months digging 
the vegetable plot by hand, only to find that on 
completion it flooded. ‘I was devastated, but 
spoke to the local farmer who said: “You live 
in the Low Weald, stay off the ground until it 
drains’.’ I did as he said, then immediately raised 
the beds up and haven’t had the problem since. 
With moving to a new area it is good to talk to 
people who know the land,’ she smiles. 

The vegetable garden is framed by clipped 
Lonicera nitida and divided into four quarters. 

One is for fruit, with a fruit cage housing 
raspberries, strawberries, tayberries, currants, 
blackberries and blueberries, while outside 
the cage you’ll find rhubarb, grape vines, a fig 
and two cherry trees. Effervescent cut flowers. 


including roses, dahlias, sweet peas, cleome, 
zinnias, statice, nigella and Ammi majus, make 
up another quarter. The other two quarters are 
devoted to vegetables using the RHS rotation 
system, and are abundant with all manner of 
crops, such as salads, beans, onions, tomatoes 
and herbs, along with two perennial beds for 
asparagus and Jerusalem artichokes. ‘Brassicas 
are the only crops I have terrible trouble with, 
due to all the bugs,’ adds Jeanette. 

Out from the vegetable garden and off to one 
side is an avenue of hornbeams underplanted 
with bulbs and wildflowers, while to another side 
are two parallel wafting bee-friendly borders, 
planted densely with blocks of carefully chosen 
flowers such as echinacea. Verbena bonariensis 
and gaura, and divided by a path fringed with 
‘Munstead’ lavender. Jeanette keeps a series of 
hives in the rough meadow at the edge of the 
land and really enjoys the process of beekeeping. 

Further borders, curvaceous and more 
structured, line expanses of lawn and then by the 
house there is a small gravel garden and a paved 
patio adorned with displays of containers, from 
Jeanette’s favourite salvias to little succulents. ‘I 
love my pots of tender plants - it is summer for 
me when they all come out of the greenhouse 
and are placed in groups. Arranging them is like 
making a new garden in just a few hours and 
they can be moved as often as you like to change 
the look and feel of an area,’ she explains. 

DESIGN ETHOS 

Throughout the garden there is a delightful 
balance between structure and infill. Lines to 
views, arches and a metal gazebo are softened by 
quite an eclectic vision of jostling plants. ‘When I

first started gardening I was so keen on herbaceous 
perennials that the garden had little interest in 
winter and I used to say that I didn’t go into the 
garden in winter so it didn’t matter,’ comments 
Jeanette. ‘I still favour perennials over shrubs but 
now appreciate you need a backbone or structure 
within the garden to build the flowering plants 
around, so I use hedges and shrubs more. I have to 
admit, the garden is a bit of a mixture of styles as 
I experiment. I have come to realise recently that 
I favour a strong formal layout with less formal 
planting within.’ New projects show how 
this has continued to evolve, using a more formal 
style of extended borders on the lawn and trying 
a bed devoted to shrubs. 

A PLACE TO RELAX 

Seating is provided in the garden, from a bench 
hidden away in the vegetable garden amid the 
floral meld, to alfresco dining options on the patio. 
‘We spend an awful lot of time working in the 
garden,’ says Jeanette. ‘However when we do get 
time to relax, we will sit on the patio or the area 
under the gazebo at the end of the lawn. It has sun 
into the late evening so is perfect for G&Ts. For 
a real treat, I will take a cup of tea and sit on the 
bench in the vegetable garden, but cannot seem to 
sit still for long, I always see something that needs 
doing!’ she comments. 

As well as working in her own garden, Jeanette 
has opened a small nursery specialising in 
herbaceous perennials and ornamental grasses on 
an adjacent field to the house they purchased in 
2012. She also opens the garden on selected days 
through the National Gardens Scheme and for 
horticultural groups, such as the Yalding and 
District Beekeepers Association and the Hardy 
Plant Society. ‘You meet such enthusiastic 
gardeners. It is very rewarding when you work 
hard in a garden and are able to share it with 
people and in addition give a contribution to 
charity,’ she comments. ‘We have many favourable 
comments about the garden and it certainly makes 
you keep on top of the weeding when you know 
you are going to open!’ ^

Salvias 

An absolute favourite 
star plant for Jeanette 

Valued for their long flowering time, 
from summer until the autumn frosts, 
and brilliant colour options, salvias 
are a great choice for sunny areas 
in your garden.

HOW TO GROW SALVIAS 


I Grow in well -drained soil and 
lots of sun. If you don’t have 
the right conditions in the garden, 
plant them in containers on the patio 
or protected by a sunny, sheltered 
wall. Jeanette grows all hers in 
containers and overwinters in a heated 
greenhouse, bringing them out again 
each May once the frosts have passed. 


2 For best results, plant between 
May and August to allow time to 
establish a good root system and ripen 
their wood before the cold weather. 


3 Deadhead flowers regularly to 
keep the show going and prune 
after the first flush of flowers. Wait until 
spring to cut back the ones that have 
been left out through winter.

Roll-top baths and period properties go hand in 
hand - here’s our guide to the most stylish around 


R oll-top baths look totally at home 
in a period bathroom. They have a 
stand-out style of their own, which 
is what makes them so appealing, and an 
indulgent touch that invites you to sink in 
to them for a long soak. There’s a wide 
choice of different designs, from super- 
mini and single-ended to double-ended, 
slipper or boat. The size of your bathroom 
will dictate what design you opt for - as 
roll-tops are freestanding there needs to 
be enough space all around the bath. If 
you have fallen in love with a cast-iron tub. 


you will need to check that your flooring is 
strong enough to withstand it, as together 
with the weight of one person and litres of 
water they can be extremely heavy, plus 
you need to think about how the bath is 
going to get in situ. 

The main difference between a standard 
bath and a roll-top is the tap and plumbing 
issue. It gets hidden behind panels on a 
conventional bath but with a roll-top it’s all 
on show. If the bath is next to a wall then 
taps can be wall-mounted. If not, then a 
standpipe will be necessary.

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HANDMADE IN BRITAIN | REGULARS 
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We meet Sarah Waghorn and Luke Kendrick of 
iMake UK, creators of bespoke paper-cut designs 


How did you get in to what you 

do? When we met we were both 
at a point that we were bored with 
our jobs and wanted to do something 
creative. Initially, we made a plaque 
with coloured stars representing 
each person in our family. Sarah 
put a picture of it on Facebook 
and people went nuts, asking if 
we could make them one. 


walk so you get to see a lot of the 
world and that inspires us both. 

How does the making process 
work? It depends entirely on the 
product but most of our designs 
usually start as a sketch, which we 
then scan into the computer. We 
send out a proof of the order so 
the customer can check the design 
and then we then cut it. We have 
developed our own method of paper 
cutting that uses a combination of 
traditional and modern techniques. 

Where do you source your 
materials? We try and source local 
produce as much as possible. Paper 
is made very differently, though, so 
for different colours we have to use 
different manufacturers. 




Have you always been interested 
in designing and making? Yes 

definitely! I think we were both those 
annoying kids who were always 
taking stuff apart and drawing. 
Creativity was always a hobby. 

What was the first piece you ever 
made? A vintage wedding 
papercut was the first

Do you enjoy working for yourself? 

We have a son with special needs 
so it’s a necessity that we’re around 
if needed. iMake UK gives us that 
essential flexibility. Our main drive for 
doing it is to fit around our family life. 
There are downsides to everything 
though; we could be working 
until midnight and beyond 
^ but some days we down 
tools and go for a 
long, inspiring walk. 

What’s the most 
important thing 
you’ve learnt? It’s 
essential to have 
belief in what we 
do, even it doesn’t 
always work. 
Some things 
we do are quite 
polarising and 
therefore don’t 
sell as well, but 
we’ve learnt to 
not let this knock 
our confidence 
in what we do. 




What’s next for your business? 

Our long-term goal is to get into art 
galleries. We have more ideas that 
don’t necessarily fit our demographic 
at the moment, but we are always 
moving forward. We want to stretch 
the realms of what is possible with 
paper - we can put designs in clocks 
and cloches, for example, and a 
brewery company has approached 
us to make personalised labels for 
Champagne bottles. At some point 
we’d like to stop working from home 
and have a studio somewhere.
